Pointing out that modern Amer- 
ican drama has received its great- 
est impetus since the war, Prof. 
Taylor said O'Neill's plays would 
be recognized as typically Ameri- 
can by nearly any foreign critie, 
although as a matter of fact they 
embrace humanity itself. 
O'Nelll’s admirers, he said, main- 
tain that in his psychologica! 
dramas he has accomplished soma, 
thing that never has been done 
before, while those whe de not 
like his works characterize him as 
a “morbid realist.” Prof. Taylor 
found he could agree with neither 
class.

Ruler of Liechtenstein 
Enters 71st Year of Reign 


Prince John, 88, in Vienna for Eye Treatment, 
| Felicitated by Other Monarchs and Rep- 
reserrtatives of His 11,000 Subjects. 


By the Associated Press. 

VIENNA, Nov. 13.—Prince John 
of Liechtenstein received at his 
palace here yesterday the felicita- 
tions of the kings and queens of 


the world on the completion of the 
seventieth year of his reign over 
his tiny principality of 11,000 [n- 
habitants. Serious impairment of 
his sight brought him here for 
treatment and prevented him from 
being with his “household,” as he 
prefers to call his subjects. 

In the little realm of Liechten- 
stein, which is between the parent 
states of Austria and Switzerland, 
there was all the rejoicing of a 
national celebration yesterday. 

Here the 88-year-old ruler re<- 
ceived tokens of affection from 
deputations. of his subjects and 
from his many children, grandchil- 
dren, great-grandchildren and oth- 
er relatives. The reign of Prince 
John has exceeded even the re- 
markable record of 68 years set ivy 
the Emperor Franz Joseph al- 
though it so far is two years short 


of th. 72-year reign of Louis XIV 
of France. 

The, admirers of the Prince who 
gathered at the palace yesterday 
could not help noticing that catar- 
«ts which recently have appeared 
in both of his eyes made it almost 
impossible for him to see those 
around him, On the advice of Vien- 
nese eye specialists, he probably 
will submit soon to an operation. 

Prince John, who has given oil 
paintings and objects of art val- 
ued at $20,000,000 to the Austrian 
nation, presented the city of Vi- 
enna this week with a statue of 
Dr. Abraham  Santa-Clara, the 
most eloquent preacher of Austria, 
sometimes called a second Savon- 
arola. ;

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18. —Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s Armistice day as- 
sertion that “world standards of 
defense require us to have more 
cruisers” hag served to strengthen 
the determination of administra- 
tion leaders in the Senate to ob- 
tain passage of the $274,000,000 
naval construction bill at the com- 
ing short session of Congress. 

It has been followed, too, by @& 


restatement of policy by tne Navy 
Department. This was formulated 
by the general board of the navy 
and, bearing Secretary Wilbur's 
approval, was made public today. 
Revisions were noted in many de- 
tails which Wilbur said had. been 
made for the purpose of éliminat- 
ing obsolete projecta and expand- 
ing the aviation branch of | the 
service. 

The naval construction bill is 
ready for consideration by the Sen- 
ate. It has been passed by the 
House and approved by the Senate 
Naval Committee and now, ocett- 
pies a place on the Senate's calen- 
dar of business. It calls for ,con- 
struction of 15 cruisers of -10,000 
tons each, the largest that can be 
built under the terms. of. the 
Washington arms treaty, and for 
the building of one. air craft ¢ar- 
rier of 13,800 tons, approximately 
half the size of the Lexington or 
Saratoga. 

Under the terms.of the measure, 
the cruisers would be laid down 
at the rate of five each in the fis- 
cal years of 1929, 1930 and 1931. 
The construction of the 
carrier would be begun before June 
30, 1930. Exclusive of aircraft 
equipment, it is estimated that the 
16 vessels will cost’ approximately 
$274,000,000. 

Originally, a much larger’ bulld- 
ing program was recommended by 
Secretary Wilbur, but his proposals 
were whittled down to the propor- 
tions of the present measure by the 
House. 

Naval Policy Revised. 

The ‘revision of naval policy is 
the first since the ‘Washington 
Arms Conference. It forth

MR. COOLIDGE AND EUROPE. 


It is not surprising to learn that the Armstice day 
address made by Mr. Coolidge has interested Europe 
even more than it has interested the United States. 
Mr. Coolidge is not in a good humor with respect to 
Europe. Already nettled by Europe’s effort to escape 
paying the war debts, his ill-hamor was aggravated 
| by failure of the naval conference held at Geneva 
| upon his initiation. It has been made articulate 
by the attempted pact between England and France, 
| which Mr. Coolidge says violated ail the principies of 

limitations. 

_ What he says about our duty to Europe is of little 
moment. There is no particular respect in which we 
have failed to do what we should have done for 
Europe. We displayed both wisdom and kindness 
‘in refusing to lend ourselves to any purpose which 
threatened peace. It was much better for her to pay 
‘us moneys advanced to her in the World \.ar than 
t® have her spend her slender resources on arms and 
armies that might rekindle the conflict. We thus re 
fused to let France out of her war debts when France 
was prosecuting a war in Morocco, arming the Little 
| Entente, occupying the Ruhr, and shelling Damascus. 
| We have very high moral motives in not wishing to 
' help France in a way that would be hurtful to her, 
and this will continue to be our attitude. We have 
never seen any indication that it has not the indorse- 
ment of the American people. It has not, of course, 
pleased France. Nor can a creditor nation such as 
the war made the United States hope to please its 
debtors. 

Our naval disagreement with England is quite a 
different matter. Ht has in it the germs of rivalry on 
the sea, and it is not easy to understand how this 
danger can be avoided. The two great English- 
speaking peoples have their undoubted necessities. 
The failure of the English and American delegations 
at Geneva to agree could not have surprised the 
world very much. We thonght at the time that in 
anticipating cruiser parity at our level between the 
two countries Mr. Coolidge was scmewhat naive. We 
pointed out that it could be achieved only by bringing 
the cruiser strength of the United States up to that of 
England, and this is what Mr. Coolidge now proposes 
to do. His statement that “world standards of de 
fense require us to have more cruisers” suggests that 
he will renew his efforts when Congress meets to win 
the Senate’s approval for thé*naval bill stranded in 
the last session. It provided for the construction of 
15 cruisers and one airplane carrier, at a cost of 
$274,000,000. This five-year program was a consid- 
erablé recession from Mr. Wilbur’s original 22-year 
program, to cost two and a half billion dollars more 
and which was, in his words, to constitute “merely 
the beginning of another program.” 

We can approximate agreement between England and 
the United States only by mutual admission of each 
other’s necessities. The British are disposed to ad- 
mit ours. We must admit theirs. As the London 
Post points out, the necessities of an island empire 
depending upon the sea for life itself are as unde 
niable as are the necessities of the United States, 
which Mr. Coolidge says “must protect a long 
coast line, distant outlying possessions, a foreign 
commerce unsurpassed in importance, and foreign in- 
vestments unsurpassed in amount.” We are also 
bound by treaty to defend the Panama Canal. 

Mr. Coolidge displayed pique in his address. His 
administration lacks a single distinctive achievement. 
He naturally feela some resentment at the failure 
of his naval conference, particularly in view of the 
prestige which attended the Washington Naval Con- 
ference in 1921. He displays this resentment when 
he says of the Washington conference that in truth 
we got very much the worst of it. 

It is a disquieting certainty that what has hap- 
pened will give great strength to the big 
navy bloc in Congress. The United States and 
England are unable to agree on a cruiser parity 
which would sult Mr. Coolidge and suit the United 
States. The United States, if we may judge by Mr. 
Coolidge’s humor, is unwilling to play second fiddle 
on the sea to England. This sets the stage perfectly 
for a bigger American navy, and it will surprise us 
very much if that is not the result. The public sen- 
timent which killed the Witbur program of a year 
ago and left the 15-cruiser bill stranded is unlikely 
to be so active as it was before the disagreement at 
Geneva. 
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REFORM IN THE BUD. 

A fine sample of the genesis of the reformer is 
Sigurd Hoeberth von Schwarzthal of Vienna. 
Divorced, he balks at paying alimony, and summons 
the world to an international congress to combat 
“the growing domination by women.” He is aroused 
to ire because no local chapter of his League of Men 
has been formed in the United States, and denounces 
American married men as cowardly. 

Herr Schwarzthal will find no active sympathy in 
this land of the free. Those married men who are 
Caesars in their households will merely hand him 
the horse laugh and those who are slaves to female 
tyrants will be too scared or ashamed to come out 
in public and bare their ignominy. In fact, if Herr 
Schwarzthal had a sense of shame, he would never 
have issued a public statement admitting his ineptti- 
tude in dealing with women. 

But the blow to his pocketbook administered by 
the alimony decision overcame his manly reticence, 
and so the question “Are We Men or Mice?” is due 
for a revival. Offhand, we should say Herr Schwarz- 
thal was a polyp. 


MOUNT ETNA. 

Long before the rise of the Roman Empire Mount 
Etna was an active volcano, It is mentioned in Greek 
mythology and no doubt formed the basis of much 
awed speculation among the ancients. When Pericles, 
around whom later clustered the finest flower- 
ing of Greek culture, was a youth of 21, Etna, with 
& pyrotechnic display that must have suggested the. 
crack of doom, sent forth its huge jets of molten 
lava to sear the Sicilian countryside. That occurred 
in 477 B. C. and was the e®rliest eruption on record, 
though it seems likely that Etna’s fame was already 
established. 3 

The latest eruption, terrible enough in its destruc 
tion of homes and its ruination of those carefully 
terraced little farms that dot its lower slope, does 
not compare with others that have gone before. One 
in 1169 A. D. buried 15,000 persons in an outpouring 
of lava which inundated a large part of the prov- 
ince of Catania in Sicily, where {t is located. In 
1693, an eruption coupled with an earthquake caused 
the loss of 60,000 lives. A few years before, a toll 
of 10,000 was taken by this monstrous phenomenon 
of nature. 


Many times since Etna has erupted—at least a 


thing that after each eruption, no matter how tragic 
in its eonsequences, Sicilian peasants return to its 
base to build villages, plant their olive, orange, fig 
and date trees, and resume the routine of life. Those 
that are fleeing now for their lives, leaving behind 
them the treasures of household, field and orchard, 
knew the hazards of building homes under Etna’s 
shadow. They accepted them. It is a fine example 
of the quality of the human race which refuses to be 
daunted even by the most ghastly assaults of natare.

MR. ROOSEVELT AND THE DEMOCRATS. 

Within less than a week after the Smith disaster 
the new Democratic Governor of New York, Mr. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, had assumed tentative leader- 
ship of the dispfrited Democratic party. He evidently 
has in mind pulling the scattered hosts of Democracy 
together. It is not something the party has author- 
ized him to do, but a duty devolving upon him by 
default of leadership anywhere else.

moreover has not one of those unfor ite disqual- 
ifications that resulted so disastrously ,0¥. Smith. 
A Roosevelt, and cousin of the lamented Colonel; a 
former Assistant Secretary of the Navy; a Democrat 
of proved capacity and long eminence in the nation, 
he peculiarly fills a void which no pafty could afford. 

We feel that the country, irrespective of party, will 
be glad to see it. Ours is a two-party political system, 
and it cannot be such without keeping two parties 
in the field. We have been for eight years danger- 
ously near to an oligarchy. The Democratic perty, 
for reasons that are probably plainer now than they 
were six months ago, declined to an impotence which 
rendered a Republican nomination for the presidency 
equivalent to election. This has been the case in 
three presidential campaigns. In none of them has 
the Republican majority been less than 6,000,000 
votes. It has become a really serious question what 
could be done to maintain the two-party system. Ob 
viously, there is no such thing as substituting a pro- 
gressive party for the Democratic party. No more 
powerful leader for such a movement than the late 
Col. Roosevelt could be imagined. Yet his split with 
the Republican party healed within a few months 
after the rupture. Senator La Follette was even less 
successful in starting a progressive party. A life 
long progressive, and easily the leader of progres- 
sive thought in the country, he became a negligible 
factof when he led a third party movement. He re- 
ceived but 5,000,000 votes and carried only his own 
State of Wisconsin. The country must therefore believe 
that neither the Republican nor the Democratic party 
is sufficiently conservative to necessitate a separate 
progressive movement. There is a widespread feel- 
ing that the germs of progress are in both of the old 
parties. In a symposium conducted some two years 
ago for the purpose of discovering what had become 
of all the intellectual léaders of progressivism in the 
country it developed that there remained nothing for 
which these people could fight. As Norman Hapgood 
said, every single reform for which leaders of liberal 
thought stood 25 years ago has been achieved. Fither 
the Democratic or the Republican party has applied 
them all. 

It consequently is important to the country that 
the Democratic party be kept in the field. This, hap 
pily, Mr. Roosevelt sees. He is seeking to bind up 
the wounds of a vanquished Democracy and to set its 
face towards another and a more fortunate day. A 
party that received probably 15,900,000 votes last 
week is far from dead. It needs only leadership, and 
that, fortunately, is what Mr. Roosevelt has supplied.

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TIME FOR WORK. 
What has become of the City Transportation 
Commission—that promising body which was to tell 
us how to untangle traffic, how to improve street car 
service and how to get subways?

It cannot be mark- 
ing time for the appointment of an advisory en- 
gineer. Five months is a sufficient period in which 
to boil down even 34 applications, the number re- 
ceived. 
The Legislature will convene in seven weeks. The 
city now has insufficient authority to build subways, 
and must seek additional power from the State. 
Meanwhile, public sentiment must become so concert- 
ed that the State cannot properly deny the request. 
Before there can be united sentiment there must be 
understanding. The commission is short-lived. It 
was created for two years only. Nearly one-fourth 
of its tenure has expired. The task ahead is moun- 
tainous. It is time for work.

Rising stock market prices produce an undeniable psychological exhilaration, but there 
are various dangers connected with it, such as discouraging new adventures in 
profit-sharing and the breeding of a horde of amateur speculators with little 
capital and experience, but a vast amount of hope.

tles in the air has resulted in the fulfil- 
ment of dreams. The tipsters, the wind- 
bags, and the unqualified optimists have 
for once been vindicated by the event, In 
speculative quarters, the unprecedented 
phenomena have been described as charac- 
teristic of a new era in finance and tra tie. 
Since 1922 representative industrial stocks 
have actually exceeded in their spectacular 
upturn the meteoric rises which charlatans 
predicted for their own shoddy financial 
wares. In the lasf seven years, seventy rep- 
resentative industrial stocks have  trebled 
in value. Meantime, thirty representative 
railroad stocks have doubled in value. The 
experience of this post-war period has 
challenged the cynical old Wall street aph- 
orism that “stocks were made to be sold.”’ 
Is the American economic society better 
off as a result of the marking up of stock 
prices? Ustially, there is an undeniable 
psychological exhilaration in periods of ris- 
ing prices. The stock market has become a 
scoreboard for registering managerial suc- 
cess or failure. The big board gives the fi- 
nancially minded public an opportunity to 
applaud business achievements and to hiss 
at commercial] blunders. The executives of 
companies whose stocks have been specula- 
tive favorites, such as General Motors, 
Chrysler. Radio Corporation of America, 
Montgomery Ward & Co., Sears Roebuck & 
Co., General Electric Co., International 
Harvester Co., American Smelting and Re- 
fining, and R. H. Macy & Co., have sensed 
tangible evidence that the crowd was wth 
them. High prices for common shares con- 
stitute an evidence of public favor, and 
accordingly open the way to raising new 
capital on advantageous terms. The pres- 
ent period constitutes a golden opportunity 
for prosperous companies to raise addli- 
tional funds through stock issues, which 
entall no definite promises to investors. In- 
asmuch as shares constitute a claim *only 
to residual earnings after al) prior obliga- 
tions have been met, companies do not ob- 
ligate themselves legally to show any earn- 
ings on their common shares. Accordingly. 
whatever inflation may have taken place in 
common stock values technically imposes 
no necessary hardships.

It also entaiis a 
consistent reduction in the current dividend 
return obtainable on stocks. Such move- 
ments end at least temporarily when s 

prices exceed a level at wh new inves- 
tors are attracted. Those who buy even 
the best stocks near the end of the cycle 
may have to wait patientiy for years to get 
their principal back intact. Furthermore, 
no candid observer can deny that there

Until turning points are reached, specu- 
lators, who are like participants in a game 
of pushball, enter the speculative arena, 
hoping to be able to pass the ball to some 
one else. Speculators, less concerned with 
intrinsic value than with the expectation 
that they can resell at a profit, hope that 
irrespective of the fantastic price they pay 
they will be able to find a still more op- 
timistic buyer who will relieve them to 
their advantage. In the present set-up, the 
highest remuneration is paid to those who 
can accurately foresee changing security 
values. The rewards for canny judgment 
at the great whirlpooi of speculation ure 
prodigious, and, though drastic punishment 
for blunders is far more general, the hope 
for success flares up eternally. 

The psychosis of the amateur financial 
mind is such that it rejects evidence of a 
thousand speculative faliures and focuses at- 
tention on a few exceptional outstanding 
successes, The Italian marble palaces along 
the north shore of Long Island, in West- 
chester, in California, and in Florida con- 
stitute the indigenous means of paying trib- 
ute to the extraordinary speculative intel- 
ligence of the smail minority of successful 
financiers. In this fast-maturing country 
the crop of millionaires is large and grow- 
ing. But the records show that for every 
palace built to glorify those who bought 
stocks near the bottom and sold near the 
top there are tens of thousands of average 
homes rendered a little sadder and more 
barren because of faulty speculative cal. 
culations. 

Whether on Main street or on Wall street 
human’ beings only occasionally are able 
to think clearly and eschew feelings, emo- 
tions, passions. The prize for keep ng 
one’s head and acting promptly and inde 
pendently during recurrent periods of pop- 
ular delusions is great riches. That jure

Deed Executed by Lord As- |

NEW YORK, Nov. 13.—The| 
long fight waged by the heirs of 
William Waldorf Astor to recover 
with interest $4,634,834 collected 
by the Government as inheritance 
tax on a trust fund of $20,000,000, 
was won by them yesterday when | 
the United States Circuit Court of | 
Appeals reversed ae decision of 
I‘ederal Judge Knox, who two 
years ago upheld the levy of the 
internal revenue collector. 

The decision was said to af- 
fect two other suits brought to} 
recover an additional $11,000,000 | 
paid by the estate under protest. 
The trust deed, drawn for the 
benefit of his children, their wives | 
and certain charities, before the | 
enactment of any Federal estate 
tax law, was twice modified by 
Lord Astor, with the consent of 
the trustees. When Lord Astor) 
died Sept. 16, 1919, Frank K. Bow- | 
ers, collector of internal revenue, | 
decided that he had not parted with | 
possession and control of his prop- | 
erty during his lifetime-and levied 
an additional estate tax of $4,971,- 
560 against the Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust Co. as trustee. 
The trustee promptly sued, con- | 
tending the trust could not be, 
modified by Lord Astor without | 
the trustee’s consent, and there-| 
fore could not be regarded as an 
inheritance. 

The deed was executed by Lord 
Astor May 25, 1916. It was last | 
modified just before his death. 
The original suit was for $4,- |
